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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  and  Housing  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies,  and  Gentlemen, 

ANNUAL  REPORT,  1940. 

It  is  desired  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  Annual  Reports  should  be  brief  and  confined  to  essential 
urgent  matters  during  the  period  of  the  war. 

In  1940  the  activities  of  the  Department  were  of  necessity  devoted  to  a considerable  extent  to  increased 
hospital  provision  for  possible  civil  or  military  cases  and  the  maintenance  of  the  casualty  services  of  the 
A.R.P.  organisation  throughout  the  County.  My  Department’s  staff  carried  out  the  distribution  of  supplies, 
the  enrolment  of  casualty  service  personnel,  the  building  up  of  a large  fleet  of  ambulance  and  transport 
vehicles  and  the  arrangements  for  enrolment  and  training  in  hospital  of  the  Civil  Nursing  Reserve.  Though 
the  demands  on  hospital  provision  and  the  casualty  services  have  so  far  been  less  than  was  expected, 
both  have  proved  equal  to  the  need  as  yet. 

The  hospitals  building  programme  though  hampered,  has  not  been  abandoned.  The  new  blocks  at 
the  West  Glamorgan  and  Mid-Glamorgan  Hospitals  have  been  completed,  and  the  Church  Village  Hospital, 
though  much  behind  schedule  time,  is  proceeding  in  spite  of  difficulties  in  obtaining  material  and  labour. 
Though  permission  could  not  be  obtained  for  the  much  needed  separate  maternity  block  at  Neath  to  be 
erected  just  yet,  the  putting  in  of  its  foundations  was  allowed  to  proceed. 

The  war  has  postponed  the  much  needed  extension  of  hospital  provision  and  radium  treatment  for 
cancer  patients. 

Tentative  proposals  have  been  made  by  the  Nuffield  Trustees  for  regionalisation  of  hospitals,  but  these 
have  not  been  accepted  by  you  for  administrative  and  financial  reasons. 

In  addition  to  extra  work  and  long  hours  for  the  more  responsible  members  of  my  staff,  due  to  normal 
and  abnormal  tasks — there  have  also  been  the  duties  concerned  with  Main  Control  at  the  County  Hall  in  which 
all  my  staff  have  shared.  As  no  one  should  be  able  to  appreciate  the  good  quality  of  their  service  better  than 
myself,  I feel  it  to  be  my  duty  and  my  very  great  pleasure  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Committee  to  the 
matter. 

Dr.  Culley  has,  since  joining  the  Department,  done  much  of  the  detailed  work  of  the  A.R.P.  Scheme, 
and  has  proved  to  be  most  able  and  dependable  in  the  performance  of  his  duties. 

The  Department  continues  to  be  depleted  of  medical,  dental,  and  clerical  staff  who  are  liable  for 
military  service.  Their  replacement  by  such  substitutes  as  can  be  found  becomes  increasingly  difficult. 
Those  who  have  temporarily  joined  the  Department  under  such  circumstances  have  quickly  fallen  into 
place  and  co-operated  loyally  with  the  permanent  staff. 

I have  again  to  thank  the  Committee  for  their  kind  support  and  their  invariable  willingness  to  improve 
whenever  possible  the  Hospital  and  Public  Health  Services  of  the  County.

MILK  PRODUCTION. 

It  is  necessary  to  put  on  record  that  the  results  of  examinations  of  graded  milks  suggests  a deterioration 
of  production.  The  Committee  refused  to  renew  the  “Accredited”  licences  of  ten  producers  and  that  of  one 
“Tuberculin  Tested”  milk  producer.  Of  this  number  seven  appealed  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  the  appeals 
being  dismissed  in  all  cases.  Such  action  is  only  taken  when  the  record  of  failure  to  reach  the  requisite 
standard  shows  repeated  offences. 

CARDIFF  AND  COUNTY  PUBLIC  HEALTH  LABORATORY. 

The  work  of  the  Cardiff  and  County  Public  Health  Laboratory  shows  a steady  increase,  and  it  is 
desirable  that  it  should  be  used  still  more  widely  for  Public  Health  purposes,  such  as  the  examination 
of  water,  infected  milk,  diagnosis  of  infectious  diseases,  and  cognate  purposes. 

It  is  unfortunately  necessary  to  record  the  retirement  of  Dr.  Parry  Morgan,  who  had  been  in  charge 
of  the  Bacteriological  section  for  many  years.  It  was  a cause  of  general  regret  that  illness  made  this 
necessary.  His  work  is  temporarily  carried  on  by  one  of  the  Bacteriologists  of  the  Medical  Research  Council, 
as  no  permanent  appointment  is  to  be  made  till  the  end  of  the  war. 

Special  epidemiological  enquiries  are  undertaken  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  in  this  area  when 
necessary.  Their  staff  is  provided  with  accommodation  alongside  the  County  Laboratory  so  that  constant 
touch  is  maintained.

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HOSPITALS. 


The  new  hospital  (310  beds)  under  construction  at  Church  Village  has  been  subjected  to  hindrances 
and  delay  in  the  supply  of  materials  and  labour  unavoidable  in  war-time.  It  was  agreed  that  the  R.A.F. 
were  to  have  the  use  of  it  until  the  conclusion  of  hostilities,  but  that  it  was  to  be  completed  according  to  the 
original  specifications.  After  use  it  is  to  be  handed  back  as  soon  as  possible  and  provision  is  made  in  the 
agreement  for  redecoration,  etc. 


The  new  maternity  unit  of  30  beds  at  the  Mid-Glamorgan  Hospital  was  brought  into  use  in  December 
last,  and  the  new  theatre.  X-ray,  and  physical  therapy  section  early  this  summer.  The  nurses  hostel  should 
be  occupied  in  September,  1941. 


At  the  West  Glamorgan  Hospital,  the  new  theatre,  special  department  and  nursing  school  block  was 
ready  for  partial  occupation  last  July.  It  is  admirably  designed  and  well  equipped  for  its  various  purposes. 
The  foundations  for  the  new  maternity  block  (50  beds)  are  being  laid  and  the  work  is  well  advanced.  The 
actual  building  is  timed  for  the  earliest  opportunity  that  circumstances  may  allow. 


'I’he  Mid-Glamorgan  Hospital,  formerly  only  a “recognised  nursing  training  school  for  Part  I of  the 
State  Examination  for  nurses”  has  recently  been  authorised  to  become  a complete  school  so  that  it  will  no 
longer  be  necessary  to  transfer  the  Probationers  to  another  of  our  hospitals  to  complete  their  training. 


The  training  scheme  for  student  nurses — to  bridge  the  age  gap  between  leaving  school  and  formal 
acceptance  as  a probationer — continues  to  give  satisfactory  results  in  attracting  a good  type  of  recruit  to 
the  nursing  service.  The  majority  of  the  accepted  candidates  pass  on  to  general  training.

FEVER  HOSPITALS. 

No  new  provision  was  made  during  the  year  by  building.  To  meet  any  urgent  localised  demand, 
co-operation  with  neighbouring  districts  was  arranged  at  a districts  conference  at  the  Ministry. 
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TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 

It  was  possible  owing  to  evacuation,  local  aggregations  of  Service  Men  and  the  establishment  of 
new  factories  attracting  extra  labour  that  there  might  be  an  increasing  need  for  extra  service.  The  provision 
already  made  was  to  serve  a much  larger  population  than  that  at  the  peace-time  level.  Arrangements 
were  made  as  suggested  by  the  Ministry  for  any  necessary  treatment  of  Service  cases. 

The  experience  from  Clinic  attendances  is  that  there  is  much  less  demand  for  treatment — the  newer 
methods  shortening  the  treatment  of  gonococcal  infections  being  one  factor.  This  diminution  in  attendances 
is  shown  in  the  following  figures  for  the  years  1937,  1938,  1939,  and  1940  : —

The  Midwifery  service  of  the  County,  excluding  Aberdare  and  the  Rhondda,  is  mainly  performed 
by  the  County  staff  of  121  Midwives,  with  88  in  independent  practice. 

Criticism  was  made  during  the  year  on  restrictions  to  the  movement  of  Midwives  during  "alerts”  or 
actual  attack.  Experience  had  to  be  gained  by  us  all  as  to  what  was  reasonable  in  the  way  of  movement 
at  such  times.  Now  complaints  are  no  longer  heard.  While  there  can  be  no  rigid  rule,  the  Midwife  will 
reach  her  case  if  it  is  reasonably  possible  ; the  difficulty  has  been  to  dissuade  her  from  incurring  the  gravest 
danger. 

In  getting  to  her  cases  after  dark  the  transport  available  by  the  usual  services  is  reduced,  and  owing 
to  petrol  shortage,  taxis  are  no  longer  procurable  in  some  rural  areas  where  the  distances  are  longest  and 
approach  to  the  patient’s  home  difficult. 

BLIND  PERSONS  ACTS,  1920  AND  1938. 

The  latest  ascertained  figure  of  registered  blind  persons  in  the  County  area  is  1,550  and  £31,753  was 
expended  during  the  year  in  assisting  those  who  were  found  to  be  necessitous  in  accordance  with  the  County 
Council’s  scale. 

Arising  out  of  the  operation  of  the  Old  Age  and  Widows’  Pensions  Act,  1940,  Section  2,  of  which 
provided  for  supplementation  of  old  age  pensions,  sighted  wives  of  blind  men  who  were  in  receipt  of  old

age  pensions,  were  in  the  first  place  granted  supplementary  pensions,  but  a later  decision  of  the  Assistance 
Board  which  was  based  on  the  assumption  that  the  needs  of  the  dependent  wife  of  a blind  man  should  be 
catered  for  by  the  Authorities  assisting  the  blind  person  resulted  in  these  supplementary  pensions  being 
withdrawn.  The  Assistance  Board,  however,  awarded  supplementary  pensions  to  the  sighted  husbands  of 
blind  women  who  were  assisted  by  the  County  Council. 

In  view  of  these  circumstances  and  the  further  increased  cost  of  living,  it  became  necessary  to  adjust 
the  rates  of  assistance  given,  and  in  October  further  increases  in  the  original  scale  were  authorised. 

The  general  administration  of  the  Blind  Persons  Acts  has  been  actively  pursued  during  the  year,  and 
in  response  to  applications  from  certain  institutions  for  additional  financial  assistance  for  general  purposes, 
and  to  meet  the  increased  payments  to  blind  workers,  certain  increases  were  authorised. 

A considerable  number  of  evacuated  blind  persons  were  received  in  the  County  area  during  the  year, 
and  by  arrangements  with  the  authorities  of  the  areas  from  which  they  came,  they  are  assisted  in  accordance 
with  the  scale  applicable  in  this  County,  and  the  payments  made  are  recovered  at  intervals  from  their  own 
authorities.
